“If Greece owed her safety to Russia, the latter weald av- 
quire fair pretensions to the territory from which she bad driven 
the desweser. If Russia invaded Greece, already delivered 
from tbe oppressor, she could ely establish ber domisivs on the 
veins of Greek liberty; seach a domision weuld not be ensily 
accom plished, aad certainly could g01 be easily matntsioed. That 
the generous feclieg already roused 1a Burope weeld convey to 
Greece all the aid of which she stands inated, provided the Ge- 
verumenis withdrew their restrictions, and so lowger opposed a 
sete io military eaterprise aed commercial Sdveniare, me doabt 
can be entertained by those whe bave made inquiries on the 
sebject. Every ene mast recollect the exertions whieb have been 
made in (aveer of Bouth American independence ; atl these which 
were tendered iv aid of the Constilational Goverameni of Naples. 
Greece offers greater indecements and better securities ; the inter- 
course is rapid, ike commuocioalion certels, Gnd stations can be ob- 
tained ia whieh friendly vesscle may ride seeare from the elements 
and hostile atiack, whilst hey are changing or disposing of their 
eargors. Ia ihe present eretched state of Greece, fie forcign 
¢ommerce averages about (eo milsens sterling anovalily, whilst 
some of the natural preducis# ia great reqeest are net subject to 
the destreciive action of hosultiesn, The merchant weuld be 
sure te lode ready market (er bis commeditic s.” 

We ate persuaded ihe view bere taken is that which is 
Glese consisicat with ree Briush policy, aad that if Govcrament 


would only to far stperate iteelf from the Holy Alliance as to 
rémaica oeotral, the good sense of this indestrians coantry would 
wot be loag in acting of It. Bir Robert Wilson, in the discoasion 
oo presentiog the Lees Petition en Monday aight, said enough 
te satisfy any reflecting mied that the Turkish power was now 
really insignificant, and that even in times when it iarpired 
Burope with awe, Scanderberg, with a few thousand men, kept 
iste eheok for & number of years, The Grecks, animated as they 
now are with the most heroic spirit, and displaying @ determina- 
thon aed perseverance worthy of the best times of ancieal Greece, 
with above 30,000 seamen, cau hardly fail of aliimate success, if 
thei oppressors are wot aided by any of the great powers of the 
West. The public spirit of thie country must, however, cheer 
aed avimate them in their glorious endeavours, and do away the 
eafavoarable impressions left oa their minds by the conduct of 
eer satborities je the Mast, That the Greeks suspected this 
coustsy of favouring their opponeat was at all events, at was 
jostly observed by Sir Robert Wilson, clear from this, that o@ 
Greek Representatives had been sont hither by the new Goi rrn- 
ment, the oly lastence ef the kind among all the new Govern- 
ments which bad sprung op. As Lord Londonderry hes, bowever, 
professed poutrality, we would strongly advise the Grecks toe 
follow the recommendation of the above-named Gallant OMeer, 
and send te this country conGdeatial persoes whe might report 
to them the real state of fecling among us, and what hopes of 
assistance they might have from British specelation and entem 
prise, The conduct of the Greeks has beon such os fo inspire 
great confidence in them, and the anparatleled atrocities of thei¢ 
oppressors have jestiy made them an object of abborrende to atf 
men possessed of the least religion or hamanity, We trast too, 
that Ministers will not attempt to stop the tide of public feeiin-, 
of which the sentiment was expressed by Mr. Wilberforee——whe 
declared that he knew of no case in which the power of a mic hty 
country, like Eagland, could be mere nobly, more generously, 
6r more jostifiably exerted, than in reseuing the Greeks fiom 
bondece and desiraction,—may be considered a tolerably eor- 
rect indication. The Torks, as that Gentieman observed, aro 
the ancient and inveterate caemies of Christianity and freedom , 
and to endeavor to promote their interesis, oF even to perpes 
taste their dominion, mest eetail eternal disgrace and imlamy on 
every Christian nation which should se far set sonsuience, honour, 
and principle at defance, 

Intellagence from Spain. — We have elsewhere aifaded to the 
intelligence from Bpsis. We would fain hope that the failure of 
the main branch of the Counter Revolation will be followed by 
the speedy discomftere of the servile party in the provinces. The

Thoogh we know that nearly al! the Governments of Borope 
bave bees in & conspiracy acting! the Bpanierds, we mest con- 
fess we were bardiy prepared for the disgusting svowel whick 
(be procecdiogs m Madsid bare drava from ous Ministerial 
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Papers. The counter revolationary, or servile party, openly 
proclaimed that their design was to. render the King abso- 
Jute and to restore the Inquisition, and ali the ancient abuses 
under which Spain groaned prior to the Revolution. This 
design is openly approyed of by our mioisterial writers, who do 
not hesitate to make common cause with monks and inquisitore, 
aod to lament their discomfiture. We trast this important cir- 
cumsiance will not soon be forgotten. 


The conduct of the Spanish Libérals Was throtghout been 
marked with a lenity end moderation, whieh mast defy all the 
arte of misrepresentetion.—This is ove great point gained.—The 
authors of the Freach Revolation were less on their goard, and 
though no reflecting person can now he ate loss with respect to 
the source of the ealamities whieh so long afficted Franec, the 
enemies of liberty were buttoo successfal at the time in deceiving 
many well-meaning individuals. Bat the Spaniards have forced 
their enemies to expose themselves in their true colours, and 
Tyranny and Superstition having been obliced to throw off the 
mask, have here appeared before the world in all their native 
foathsomeness, 


: A short time now will probably put the world in possession 


of the particulars of the plot, and the degree in which the French 
Government has entered intoit. Inthe mean time, we shall 
forbear indalging in observations on the partial statements in the

though it cauvot be said that the wh of these are decidedly 
hostile to the revelutionary faction, yet a large proportion of them 
ure wholly ander the influence of the Priesthood, who are almost 
to a man hostile to the Revolution. 


We give no opinion as to the correctness of incorrectness 
ofthe cstomate;—admitting it, fer the sake of argament, to be 
correct, we should say, that we have here almost an exac 
counterpart of the atate of things in thia counter at the Revolu 
tion, which placed the House of Hanover oa the throne, according 
to the confession of those whe took an active partin it. Toland, 
employed as an agent by the House of Hanover, expreas'y states, 
for instance, ia a Memorial on the subject of public affairs, 
“though the greatest part of the gentry, by reason of their 
University Edacation, have been debauched into anti-revolation 
pric #; setthe populace, who had no seach education, and 
capecially the better sort of them, in whom lies the greatest part 
of the riches of the nation, and who have votes in choosing 
Parliament men, were for the most part true to the principles of 
the Revolution, and to the common Protesiant interest; and 
wheo v i any tolerable Parliaments it was owing to the 
dita erest the Clergy and Geairy had then over them.” — 
Bishop Barnet acknowledges in like manner that the adherents 
of tbe Revolu » consisted almost solely of the inhabitants of 
towns, at @ time when the poy atien of towns bore a mach 
smaller proportion to tha ihe country than it now ». Yet 
we sce that the family of Hanoter, supported by the iedustri 
ous mechanics of Our towns, were sable to set at defiance mach 
more he Spapish Liberals 
bave, cveu according to the showing of this Mivisterial writes 
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Affeirs of the Greeks —We have paid comporativels little at. 
tention to theaffsire of the Greeks for «ome tihe —not that the ig. 
terest ee feelia their sacocas is at all abated —!ul becaase we long 
indatged thd exbeefarion that the powerful aim of Ressia raised 
in theic behalf would have rendered the effcet of their own exer. 
tion of itttte importence. -On shis-aubject, however, Alexander 
bas seen a new light, He threatened hostilities avowedly to pro. 
care redress to the Greek«. From the moment he professed 
himself their protector, the Tarke heave gene on with lute inter. 
mission, adding injiry te injury, eutiing the throats of the 
unarmed and defenceliess Christians in Smyrna and Constantine. 
ple, at the rate of some hundreds per week; and the megnuani. 
mous Rassion, like @ bully kicked iate silence, has lowered hig 
tone, exactly as the Turke increased their insults, aud bes con. 
eloded by accepting the new outrages as an iodemnity pf the old, 
Sach, we sincerely believe, has been'the retult of Alexander's 
protection of the Greeks, His interference bas excited the Ma- 
hometan rabble to marder them; and by Mortifting the pride of 
the Sultan, has secretly disposed him to eocourage their exerse- 
es. The Turkish government, rude a8 it is, knows wel that 
Alexander's hands are bound op by the touchwood state of Wea. 
tern Barape, and that he can do no more than vepsor. Et is tree 
we do not yet koow the precise terms of the treaty.’ Bot we 
know the general fact, that Raossia professed t6 protect the 
Greeks, and has teft them mote exposed to plutder and 
massacre than she found them—that itey’ sre tobe abaes 
doned to the me:ev of the Tarks, upon the faith of verbal 
or writtéa stipulation, which, io such case, every’ One kudws; 
are a mere rope of sand;—and that this satisfactory re. 
sult of twelve months’ incessant negociations has been brovght 
about avowedly by the exertions of the British Ambasendor. 
Since the mad freaks of the Emperor Paul. any thing 80 imbe- 
cile and centemptiblc, in the shape ef a poblic transaction, has 
not been exhibited in the face of Burope. Had the Tmperit’ 
blanderer uoderstood bis situation, aad remained quiet, it would 
have been infinitcle better for the unfortenste people to whom 
hie protection has proved a curse. Tadeed, when Russia stands 
forth as the champion of hamanity, itis asif Srinesa or Hobbes 
became the patrons of religion; and the result of her efforts is, 
if possible, more ludicrous than her pretensions, The Grecks, 
too, have some reason to dread ber interference in this of 
anv other character, With no other view than to make a trifling 
diversion in her favoar, she excited them to revolt in 1770, an 
then left them to the fury of the Turks, who destoyed nearly the 
whole popu!ation of the Mores, She played the same game again 
in 1790, and brenght destrnction on the Soliots. Bot this third 
and last effort of the-Rassiae hamavity and protection wil|, we 
trast core the Grecks of their infatuated dependence on that

Since onr Jeading article was writlen, we have learmed with 
great en ction, that it ie in contemplation to open a subserp- 
tion bere for the Relief of the distressed Gregks of Scio, The 
propos n is most honourable to its authors, and will, we bope, 
meet with the sopport itsa well deserves. We say, without 
hesitation, that se frichtfal a calamity, such entire aad total rein, 
hac not fallen epon any community in Berope withia the last 
century. Neither the borning of Moteow, nor the destiuctive 
earthquake at Lisbon in 1756, produced so great a mass of mise- 
rv, thengh o@ both these oocasions the benevolence end charity 
of the British pation were powerfully exerted in favour of the 
sufferers. To find any thing paratel to this scene of slanghtce 
and desolation, we mast go back to the times of Tamerlane of 
Genbiz Khan, neither of shom, in their most frantic and bloody 
excesses, ever treated their enemies more erec!ly thag the Porte 
bas treated its Christian aa! jects. —Sevteman

We have proclaimed ourselves 
neatral, as between the Greeks aod Tarke: the unhappy Greeks 
have been more then once the victime of thie left handed neutra- 
lity—and what are we doing now’ We armand fil ont a power 
fel ship, and man ber with a crew of Boglishmen, who are to 
navigato her into a Torkish port, aud to cover ber with the Bri- 
tish fag, te save her from the enterorise of our fellow Chriati 
ans, while she passes through their own seas, throughout the 
whole extent of which we prohibit both Boglishmen and Lonians 
from lending assistance, or even showing the common offices of 
hemenity te the Greeks. If thie be mainteining the neutral 
character, Pie a species of neutrality as little known to civilized 
nations as to honest men.

GOVERNMENT PRESS AND CROWN LAWYERS IN SCOTLAND. 


As the twa brisk correspondents of Mr. Abercromby, the Hotspurs 
ef the Scotch bur, sr@ té appeee ia the Hoase of Commons to-night to 
give explanations of their evisties te that hon. gentioman, it may vot be 
improper to recapitulate briefly the facts, out of which the vecessity for 
their appearance on this ew stage erese, ead to advert te the prominent 
points of the prevecation agsiost Borthwick. in which they have beth 
figered. In doing so, we shall carefatiy abataia from any remarks on 
the predactions which are charged a8 @ breach of privilece, or on the 
manorr io which the house onght to deel with them. The charge made 
by Mr. Abercromby agsinet Mr Hope aod Mr. Menzies was ia substance, 
that the former at Advocate Depate, aed the latter as Counsel for Aleu- 
ander, the partner of Nerthwick, bad commenced prosecutions against 
him whieh they duret aot foliew ap te a verdict—that they kept their 
proserations pending ti! M-. Stewart's trial shoald be ower, in order te 
prejudice Mr. Stmart’s defence by connecting it with an alleged felony — 
and that after Mr. Sraart was hooowrably ocqvitted, all proceedings 
agsinst Borthwick were dropped, because they never were iateaded to 
be carried ferther, 


The charges egainst me (save Mr. Hope) amonat in sabstance te 
this: —Toeat I had manifested, in the coarse of a private action, a marked 
and raucerous spirit ef hostility —" a furious geal” against Mr. Stuart of 
Denearn, eriginating ia party motives ; and that from these feelings, and 
in order to create an sadue prejndice ageinst Mr. Stuart, in his approach 
ing trial, [had instutated a wanton and groandiess prosecation against « 
persea of the name of Borthwick, on acconat of transactions in which Mr. 
Siaart might be eapposed te be implicated, witheat ever intending to 
bring that iedividmal to trial, and that T parpesely kept thie proseention 
hanging ever the heads of Mr. Stnart and Borthwick, thoegh I did aot 
siacerely believe that there were grounds for a crimiaal charge against 
the latter. 

Mr. Menaies,in quoting the passage from the reperted speech of 
Me. Abereremby, in which it is said that daring the trial ef Mr. Staart — 
* apaterted atevery moment a barrister, stating thet he. as conveel for 
Mr. Alexander, must object to one witness being allowed to remain ia 
eoart while the examination of the ether was going on, as he intended te 
cell ail the witnesses op the follewing Moadsy upon the triel of Mr. 
Borthwick, that thie farce was kept op by a gentleman who was fre. 
qeatiy, if mot alwavs, employed by the learned Lord a4 an sasistant ia 
the duties of bis office ; and vet that within 48 boars after the acquittal 
of Mr. Sinart, Mr. Borthwick was sent away without any new trial,” — 
does not deny the facts of his objecting to the witnesses remaining ja 
court, of hie threatening te bring om Borthwick's trial on the following 
werk, and of his Gnally sbaodoniag it two days after Mr. Stuart's acqait. 
tal. The prominent facts stated by Mr. Abercromby are admitted by 
both, and the infereace ealy, of the alleged motive, is denied. 

Let us shortly advert te the case of Borthwick—to the 76 days in 
which this mo»t inpored individual was imprisoned in different dasgeons, 
aed driven aboat from city to eity, from cirenit to cicceit, in search of 
ctinaal jesiiee, Lhe a paaper in search of a disputed settioment —and 
thee we shall be abie fo measare what degree of sympathy we ought te 
enterteia for the wounded feelings of the two Advocates,—te ascertain 
what credit we should give te their professions,—and te deride whether 
their wutemperate expressions proceed from @ consciousness of trath or 
falsehood in the charge which appears te excite their ie jignetion. At 
any tate, wheiber they are responsible er not for the late preceedings 
against Herth wick,we shall come te the renctusion that there pever ware 
case of more Magrant injustice or more creel opp ession—a case in whieh 
the forms of law aud the powers of the crown officers have been more in- 
hamanly perverted, es more irreparably disgraced —a cace in which the 
facts deserve more te be beid np to pablic indignation till exemplary re- 
dress is obtained or exemplary punishment infi:cted, to prevest arepe- 
tithes of similar outrages. Here is a man who, in the beginning of 1828, 
becomes the egent of 2 certain namber of persons of high rank and exien- 
sive infleeace im the west of Scotiand, some of them ministerial veers 
and members of Parliament, to wublish « paper on ministerial princi. 
pies, —whe gets the sheriff sabstitete of the coeaty to become bis editor, 
or tbe aserstant of bes laboars is coudectiog it; who obtains 2 eubserig- 
tron from the said gentiemen te carry on the publication, and whe is ob 
higed to allow the iusertiee of lihels om the political opponents of persons 
ie power in order te ensure a contiasance of sappert from their political 
frends, The libels please the sabseribers, bot do net reform the cous. 
try or corich the proprietor of the joernal. A second sabseription is ap. 
plied fer, and theagh the paper had dicveraced itself by = wantes evs- 
tem of personal defamation during the first nine er ten montiv of 114 ex 
istewce, we God mivisterial peers snd commoners, with the chief law- 
oficeref the Crows at their head. coming forward te sign 8 certificate 


ormnifeste, that “it bad been conducted to thelr satisfaction,” aad 


tecommending it te the patroasge of (heir (riemds, becanse it cousteract- 
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ed © pablications which had a tendency to render the midditag end low 
er classes discontented end aaheppy.” The secoud sadscription succeeds, 
aed Borthwick, from bis nedessitie®y,” Contiaued, with the assistance of 
ene Alexander, to coudect a publication whieh was coontensaved by ve- 
high patreuage, though the cogstaut velstcle af slander and defamation. 


This paper feom its commencement te April 1820, te the month of 
Septembec of last year, was called the Cuvom pata Jovanar; buiat . 
that time an infamous priat, sanported hy simier meses, Baving @apir- 
edin Edinbargh, the former changed its name and place ef pablication

bimeelf against an action for libel, by delivering ap the name of the 
likelier, and a doable object was te be g iced by persecoting him wane. 
ly—the eratifiestion ef vindictive feelings ageiast birmeell, end the 
prospect of joing the defence of Mr. Stuart. Heace the sequet. 
He is broaght before the magistrates of Glasgow on « charge of theft, 
ia stealing bts own fpapers, and eutering en his own property by their 
aathoritvy. The magistrates diemlesthe charge, end arquit the prisoner 
on a perfect knowledge of the farts. Ew the meantime the terrible disela 
sares whieh his visit te the Sun tinet. office bad made, ied to fatal eoure- 
qeences lo the case of one of ite eoutribaters, and that coutribater hep- 
pened to be a friend of the law-officers of the crown. The public proseen- 
tor pow steps forward tede what the magistrates refased, aad ia the per. 
ron of Mr. Depate Advocate Joha Hope, isenet « warrant for the appre- 
hension of Borthwick for a capital felony. Tue officers of jastics are sent 
ia parsait of bim to a distant part ef the kingdom, the’ an offer had bees 
made by bis attorney of his immediate sarrender for trial whee called 
apon. He ie dragged (rom Dandee to Edinburgh in iroas —haadcoffed like 
a commen felon, — thrown inte & dungeon —pleeed in eluse conhuement, 
denied access, aot euly to his friends, bat to lie legal adviser, whe ia vaie 
protest against the injastice, and he is refesed to be admiiied to bail, 
becaase an interference with his own papers was declared a capital 
felony. A trial for this felony was appoioted at Giasgew for the 920 of 
April: be was transferred from the geol of Edinbargh te the gaol of 
Glasgow ke a common felon, though he epplied for leave te trawsport 
himself at bis ows expense te avoid a public expesare, He was in the 
latter gaol pieced among felons te be tried like bimeelf at the circuit, 
and in s coll co damo that his health suffered io cousequence. Tue day 
of trial bad wearly arrived—his able connse! had come from Hdin- 
bergh—bis defence bad been arrenged—his Witnesses had beee 
summoned, when on the 10:h, be was isformed he could wot be tied 
till the 24:6. Owe the 24th he was pat to the bar-—te betsied! Net 
Mr, John Hope, the presecater, *‘ie his Majesty's same foi bis Ma- 
jesty's interest,” iv met ready. He proposes to “desert the dist,’ 
er,ie ether words, te put off the trial pre lece of tempore, and moves tha 
Coert te grant avew warrant fer the commitment of the prisoner, The 
priaoser is sew offered by Mr. Hope to he heidte bail, Me refases the 
indelgence, and resolves rather te remeia in esol, thet be may lorce @ 
irsslonsnow relectast presecetor, than secept of any coadition by 
which it might be postponed. The Court agreed ta the motios, sud 
Berthexk was re-committed, He semeined in gacl, eupecting 
every day to have new eviminal letters to stead bie trial issaed by 
the puble proseentor, who had ee meneeled him, whe so confeed bim, 
who bad dsivee him abeut from city to city, from county to cousty, and 
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cirevit to cireeit, as if the parade ef the sufferings of an untried men 
were calculated io create aseepect for justice aod the laws. At the 
eapiration of a month's confinement, he foand that Mr. Advocate Depate 
John Hope bad now nut oly “ deserted the diet pro lece et tempore,” 
but bad abandoned the prosecntion altogether iv his of public 
prosecutor, Was Borthwick now released? Ne: Mr. Alexander bas 
his law officer as well as the King, and the Lord Advocate granted his 
emcurrence to this jaw officer, Mr. Menzies, to carry on « prosceation 
which he dared notin his own person bring to the decision of a jury. 
This concurrence of ihe Lord Adveecate is tke the greer eficace or 
the pouceir prochain of the Provincial Letiers—withent i(, » private 
individwal eannet proceed a step; but here it was willingly grant- 
ed, and Borthwick is again carried from Giasgow to Edinbergh like 
acommon felon, to stand his trial fer a capital offence, oo the loth 
of Jane, at the instance of his pertner Alexander, whe had failed 
io persuading the magistrates of Giasgow tat anv offence whatever 
had heen committed, The day and the piace Axed wpon for the trial 
were (no doobt, by pare accident) the very day and place likewise 
fixed apon for the trialof Mr. Stuart. Mr. Start had the perfereuce 
probably as being the greater criminal, and Bortiwick’s day was 
postponed tothe 17th ; but lest it might be forgotten that the latter wae 
consected with the former, Mr, Menzies gave sandiy gentle hints about 
removing the witnesses. Mr. Stuart ie honorably aequitted, and two 
days afterward: Borthwick is unconditionally liberated —liberated with- 
gut explanation of reason assigned, after 76 days’ coufluement—atter 
twice preparing for trisl—afier being treated like the eveatest criminal, 
ko dangeons and close confluement —afier being driven about from D adee 
to Edinburgh, from Ediabuargh to Giasgow. and from Glasgew to Rdin- 
bargh again, and eadering all the wants, suffering, and privations of « 
ruined and frieuwdiess victim te wanton and remorseless power. Now 
will anv ove be se hardy as to say on reading this etatement, that Rorth. 
wick bas not been treated with the greatest injastice? Can any one 
declare his conviction that there ever was any design to bring him to 
trial, or that if the fatal ballet had pierced Mr. Stuart instead of Sir Al- 
exander Boswell, we should have heard apy thing of the legal exploits 
ef Mr. John Hope or Mr, Meosies in conducting this most harsh and 
crael prosecution? 


sur. THlestmacott’s Statue. 


MR. WESTMACOTT’S STATUE TO THE DUKE OF WELLINGTON 
IN HYDE PARK. 

‘The Ladies of England having, with « spirit whieh does them in6- 
nite grace, resolved to erect a Menament in henear of the Dake of 
Wellington and bis brave Companions ia victory—the brothers, sone, 
levers, and husbands, of many of these from whom the tribute se uebly 
and so gratefully comes—about ten thousand ponnds were voleatarily 
and speedily raised; and but for the jealousies and envy whieh interfere 
with all plans of thie kind, it is probable that a greater amoest would 
have been subscribed, so as te enable the Artist to enrich his design 
with sculptures illnstrative of the achievements of Wellington, in seiief 
tipee the base. What bas beee done, however, is werthy both of the 
iatention and of the Arts; and we enjoy a high gratification im having 
te describe ihe Bronze Statue whieh now adorns Hyde Park. 


Not mach is known of the model which Mr, Weetmaceit has adept. 
ed. Ut is extraordinary that a work, which has excited not only by its 
magaitude, but by its excelience, the admiration of the greatest artists 
of moderu times, should not have been mentioned either by Pausavias 
or any other ancient writer upon art; and that all we can tell of its, 
that this epleadid original, from @whickh our statee ie cast, (attribated te 
Phidias and existing on the Quiriaal Hill at Rome), was removed from 
the Baths of Constantine in the Papacy of Sixtus V., and erected on its 
present site ander the direction of Fowteans. The horse which aecom- 
panies the statue, was discovered wear it, and applied (whether proper- 
ly or met it is here aanecessary to discuss) te form a group. Tt possese- 
es very comiderable merit, but has heen beld by many conncisseurs aot 
to be te uatson with the crandear of form displayed ia the Sratee. Bome 
enlightemed antiquaries have conjectared (hat it was raked iy honoar of 
Achiiles :* aud-qp the@tatue simply bas been adopted by Mr, Werrma- 
Cott, he appears te have preferred thet opinios, and te have armed bim 
with the ehert Greek sword and shield. It is net cur parpese te enter 
wpee the question of the applicability of this Agure te the modern 
here; bat we are sare that whoever beholds ite imvosiag and sublime 
effect, will rejoice that, as a work of art, it has been selected 

The height of the Statue, as it stends, is rather more then eighteen 
feet, It is erected apon a basement and plinth ef Darimoer gray 
gramte, cormounted on @ simple pedestal red granite from Peter, 
head (wear Aberdeee, and exceedingly beautiful); the whole, with the 
mound, from the ine of road, beiag thirty sig feet in height. The site 
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© Others have magived it te represent Caster; bat there seems te 
be little ground (er this supposition, anlese the Statue were positively 
comnected with the horse; it wants (the Deweet, ihe sseal appendage of 
be Divscori.

The statne was breaght spon the ground onthe Anniversary of 
the Victory of Weterloe ; aad the time siace has been employed ia the 
difficalt task («hich wil be compieted in another week) of elevating 
and pleciag it epon the pedestal, The merbanical means used in 
tran:porting it from the forndery and effecting this us final positieg 
were necessarily of immense power; for we learn that its weieht cac. 
not be estimated at less than 33 er34 tons #1! Io ite composition twelve 
24 posnders were melted ; hat as the metal of cannon is tee brittle to be 
wrought into such shapes, it was requisite te add about one third more 
of metal, whose fusion would render the work, if we may sey so, plisat 
and periect, The whole is thas equalteo eighteen 24-poenders; and it 
may gratity cariosity to statein what manner this immense design was 
exeented. The extraordinary magnitade and prodigions weight of the 
Statne, although they did not present insarmougtable obstactes te east. 
ing in ope mass, must nevertheless have occasioned many difficalties, 
considerable hazard, and mach expense, hed thet coarse been edepted, 
it wonld also have interfered with the plon which the artist hat eo jodi. 
cionsly parsned in copying bis model so as to make his State a fee. 
simile of the original. To effem thie, he restored the time corroded parts 
by Gosting the surface with a composition which exactly Giled ep the 
anatomical details, and enabled him te accomplish bis admirable pur- 
pose. Having thus far preceeded, he followed « mode frequently prae- 
tised by the ancients, by separating the ex(remilies from the trank in cast. 
ing ;but instead of attaching them by the ancient method (by what is rom- 
monly calied Swallows.tails, and exemplified in ceveral antique bromses, 
particolarly these in the Maseam at Portici), Wr. W. adopted fusion, 
as far a8 we are informed an entirely oew process, end one which 
avoids all risk ef separation, aed renders the janction of the parts invi- 
sible. This we consider te have been shappy idea, and certainty its 
execation, at seen in the Statee, reficets influite credit on the genias of 
the artist.

The Pulpit. 


_ Te the Editor of the Journal. 
1h, 

The dificolty of Acaring what is delivered from the Pal- 
pit, isa complaint in the moath of every frequenter of the Be- 
tablished Church. It is probable that the powers of the voice 
are impaired by a residence in this country; bat there is also a 
very general belief that there is no sufficient exertion on the part 
of the Clergyman, nor care to avoid a slurring aud sinking of the 
voice which sometimes occasions a part of every sentence to be 
lost. The conscicasness of not being heard in the atiermost 
corners of the church increases the carelessness in which it eri- 
gioates; and sleepers are nodding in every direction, Tt ap- 
pears to me that the following extract from a treatise on Rheto- 
rical Delivery by the Rev. Gilbert Acstio, contains the very best 
remedy of this great evil that can be saggesied, and if its adop-, 
tion were to be submitted to the saffrages of congregations, I sup- 
pose there woald not be ene dissenting voice. Without further 
preface I sumbit the extract. 


“The paucity of orators in the fertile and magaifcent Held 
of religious diseourses, particularly ia Great Britain aad Irelaod, 
indeces enqairy inte the probable causes, Want of talente 
cannot be among these causes, because no where are higher ta- 
lents to be fowad. Neither can they be owing to deficiency ia 
learning and taste; for it may with trath be asserted that Great 
Britain is the foremost io literature of all the nations wpoo earth ; 
of which the works of learning that daily issae from the pross 
give incontrovertible proof. The wantof example, is ibe pria- 
cipal cause; and consequently the difficulty of breaking away, 
from the beaten path, in favoar of whieh, babitis prejudiced. 
Bat more of this deficiency in eloquence is to be attribeted to 
the castom of reading sermons, which has obtained exclusively 
in the cherch of Bogiand.(1) The composition is suited to tha 
talent of reading, which is not siways highly improved, and the 
reading agein te sulted to the composition. Thus they matually 
influence cach ether, sad fashion bas bean ep in chains of ive, 
the warmth and the cloguence of our country, We net al- 
ways hear a sermon read impressively, bat seldom jodoed deli- 
vered rhetorically. To relingvish altogether the castom of read- 
ing sermons, would perbaps be ca the whole an jajarious inso- 
vation; even were it practicable. Reading is well caloulated 
for cxamining the evidences of religion, for the discussion of 
moral duties, and for’ the explanation of dificalt passages im 
Beriptere. Bat without attempting any alteration in this 0 long 
established mode, it might be possible, were a change made only 
ia the form of the palpit, to bring aboot s mest edvantageous 
improvement to the style of preaching : #0 as to place the road- 
ing of a diseoorse almost epon ihe footing of equal advantage 
with the delivery of it from memory. 


The pulpit, in ite present form (as bas been already obsere 
ved), is most aofavoarable for delivery.(2) Uf then, instead of 
sock a wess of building as ie seen (0 encumber our charehes— ibe 
clerk's desk, sarmeanted by the reading desk, and that by » 
toweriog pelpit, aed that again with the soanding board, together

only for repose,—if these were totally removed, and in their * 


place a platform were erceted of convenient sise and height, the 
preacher might stand om that, and deliver thence his discourse 
with grace, and with effect.(3) This situation, which at Arst ap- 
pears novel, differs little from that of the reader at the commani- 
on table, whose position has always « grand aad decorous effect: 
because no close panels out off the half of bis person; bat the 
whole is seen with all possible advantage. (4) 


The platform shoald have cither gaile at the back, and steps 
at the three sides next the congregation to give the position an 
air of safety and gradual elevation, or if it were preferred, might 
bave the sieps atthe back, and a low rail enclosing the three 
sides (6) Upon this platform should the preacher stand (es St. 
Paal is 60 fincly represented in the Cartoons of Raphael); be 
might ho'd his sermon in bis left hand, and with bis right in gone- 
ral make bis cestares. Sometimes he might Me both, sometimes 
use with fine effect his hand and sermon. And if the preacher 
should prefer (a prosounce his discourse Without notes, he would 
bn this situation, and clad in the decent and graceful robes which 
are the proper habit of our ministers, be enabled to practise with 
advantage every power of delivery, and every digaified aad sui- 
table gesture. (6 7) 


The pletform should be raised aboutas hich as the breasts 
of the congregation, and not be placed at sach a giddy elevation 
as should give the iden of danger, nor boxed ap, as if some jar- 
gling were to he performed within, Tt should be railed like the

The plan of a Road from Calcutta to Cooly-Bagar, and 
hence to Kidderpore,—and net « “ new Road to Garden Reach,” 
as mentioned io the Impaoven’s letter, which appeared ia your 
Asiatic Sheet of this morniog—bas been agitated for some 
mooths: and I bad anderstood, that it was to be constructed 
entirely at the expence of Government. It was said, that the 
New Mint, for which suitable Machinery was preparing in Bag- 
land, is to be beilt at Cooly-Bagar, and « Bridge thrown across 
Tolly’s Nallab, to the Southward of the Mint, with a Road, 
as described by the Iupnoven, intersecting the Esplanade from 
the Bridge to the Course jast opposite to the Hospital Gate of the 
Fort, and carried Westward from the Bridge to the Gate of the 
Kidderpore Dock-Yard. Now as this is entirely a Pablic Work, 
the whole ofits expences may properly be defrayed from the 
Pablic Parse: bat if the Government pay for comstrecting the 
Rosd only from the Course to the Cooly-Bazar, then the opalent 
femily of the Mallicks, the family of the late Dewan Gocul 
Ghosa!l, Baboo Terrachund Ghose, and others, should come for- 
ward, I think, to defray the expence of the remaining part, i. e. of 
the Road from Tolly’s Naliah te the Dock-Yard; since, by it, their 
lands would be enbanced in valee, and not those of the proprie- 
tors of Garden Reach. Bat as the propesed Road woald, cer- 
taloly, shorten the distance between Caleutta and Garden Reach, 
by nearly two miles; the expeace ef ite constraction would,

Bence. Some few of the Cases, eithoogh the crimes charged are con- 
sitered by the lew of a manor description, have requred a great length 
of investigation, particalarly thet of the Soldier’s Will, which cecupied 
the atteotioe of the Coart two whole deys—and as it may be of pobiie 
ase, we shall shoetiy advert to this case. + 

The man whose Will was made, was io the Hospital at Masalipsiam’ 
and sa great deeger; he was Known (to have property, and was pressed 
tomake bis Wili; he desred the Hospital Serjeant, cag of the Pri. 
toorrs, te draw eat tee Will, clearly inteuding that bie father should 
have hie property ; the Serjeant proceeded to his own room fer the par- 
pore, and reterned ia = ery chert time with a Will meds out, the Pri. 
Senere, and ethers brought (orwad as witeesses, being present-—this wes 
read te the mac, by another ef the Pripeoees, and according to « part 
of the evidence fer the presecetien, 16 8 maseer te herp the dyime man 
tader the impreesen, (hat the preperiy was left to his father —he sign. 
ed the Will, which was wiinessed by the Serjeant, and the Prisoner who 
read t—it wes afterwards taken Co the Hospital Sargeon, by the Serjean!, 
the fo mer coquiriag if t wes at) righ!, and being caswered kt was counter. 
higoed it — ii @as countersgued a aseal alee by one of the Officers of the 
Regiment —Tee man died tee saere day, bat instead of tbs property hav 
ing brew bequestbed to bis father, the Will stated it to hate been iefi ie 
the thard Prosener, whois a friend of the deceased. The defence set ag 
Pas, tet 4 was tree the deceased bed w the first iesance intended 
‘Ret the property be had, stroald be left to his father, but that be had 
acwa sent fos the Serjeant shertiy after te Gad vigued the Will, snd 
sod net Beewed auecy w (be Reg e@ret, and it was alte se Gocerteia 
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whether what he had woald ever reach bis father, that be was deter. 
miged to leaveit tohis friend Burke, the third Prisoner—it was pre- 
teaded that a blank had been czginally left in the Will, that the mean 
was aware of this, and desired if it bad net beee filled up with his fa- 
ther’s name, that Burke's might be inserted —It appeared to be cossi- 
dered evident thag nc blank had been left, and that the whole ef the 
Wii bad been written at one time. The property however was deliver- 
ed to Barke ; whe was subsequently obliged to give ap ite fail value 
—His Lordship, The Chief Justice, while samming up, with « 
view te caution these whe might be obliged from their situations 
to affix their signatares to Wills, took oceasion te observe upen the 
danger Gentlemen exposed themselves to, in affining their names to 90 
important « decament as a Will, without being assured by the person 
making it, that it was really what it purported te be—it gave a paper of 
thie sort, a stamp and valve to whieh it might hot be entitied, and at 
the same time exposed those whe might have signed their names, to a 
prosecation from the legal heirs in Europe, in cases where the property 
bad been made over to those not entitied to it. The Jury remained out 
tome time, bat brought io a werdie: af Guily againet all the Prisoners 
for a conspiracy to defrand the father ofthe deceased one Phillip Don- 
nelly by means of a faise and fabricated Will of the deceased, consider. 
ing the Serjeant however as the most gailty ef the three. The Howorable 
the Chief Justice observed, that the Jatges were determined to have the 
address of the father of the deceased discovered if possibile, and that the 
property intended for tim by his Sen should he remitted to bia. The 
Prisoners were sentenced to two years imprisonment in the Gaol of Ma. 
dras, and to pay a fine, amounting to the som tury bad been couvicted 
of attempting fe obtain by means of the Will.
